FOREWORD 


On this occasion of my 100th auction sale of rare coins and pa 


per money, a tew remarks may be tolerated by our many good cus- .. 


tomers, numismatists, fellow-collectors, and friends. I began to col- — 
lect coins in 1912, twenty-three years ago, when my grandfather 
gave me an English gold sovereign of 1822 and a handful of old 
coins that we now call “junk.” But to me then, they were all inter- 
esting, and I wanted to know more about them, so I began to get 
together a numismatic library and studied. The most of my savings 
I would invest in coins, rather than in bonds, stocks and real estate. 
Then I was able to better study them, and learn more about them. 
I collected every kind of coin, and neglected no series, and became 
interested in paper money of all kinds, medals, and encased postage 
stamps. The subject became of great interest to me, and I some- 
times gave up pleasure trips because | wanted more time at my 
coins. My first auction sale was in 1923, the sale was about 100 
lots, and the catalog a folder of a couple pages only. The prices 
were good, and I was encouraged. We had about one hundred 
customers on our mailing list then. Progress was steady and cer- 
tain. Our motto has been the golden rule, and we believe in hard 
work. Today, we have over 3,000 collectors available, but as some 
of these collectors are not very active, we are contented to mail 
about 1,800 catalogs for each sale. | 


The material in this sale is largely the property of three promi- 
inent numismatists who have passed on in recent years. We are 
offering the balance of the A. M. Smith collection. Mr. Smith was 
the leading Philadelphia dealer after the Civil War before the days 
of the Chapmans. He was author of a large encyclopedia on coins 
of the world. Mr. Alex P. Wylie began to collect coins about 1870. 
We are offering the first part of his collection in this sale. His col- 
lection is rich in paper money. Mrs. Wylie has consigned his entire 
collection to us, and we will sell the balance in our January sale. No 
sale in December because of Christmas. The executors of the M. 
L. Beistle estate have consigned the proof collection of Mr. Beistle. 
It consists of all dates of cents to dollars, from 1858, when proofs 
were first made to any extent. Mr. Beistle was author of “The 
Register of U.S. Half-Dollars,”’ a splendid work on the subject. 


Prices realized at our 99th sale held Oct. 15, were the highest for 
four years. Old Man Depression is dying, and a slow but certain 
business recovery is in progress, regardless of politics. At our last 
sale about 100 collectors were unsuccessful with their bids. It is 
hoped that these persons will increase their efforts so as to avoid 
disappointment at this sale.

‘To those known to me who have established credit, a 
reference or deposit is not necessary and purchases will be sent out 
promptly after the sale. In appreciation of this courtesy the pur- 
chaser remits promptly. 

Collectors who make unlimited bids will get the lots at 5% above 
the highest actual bid entered. 


The terms are prompt cash settlement after sale, and no time 
given. Collectors who are not certain that they can pay promptly 
are asked not to bid. The coins in the sale are the property of my 
clients, and I must make prompt settlement for them. 

Remit by money order, draft, check, or in any way most conve- 
nient. Stamps accepted for accounts that-are below one dollar only. 

Coins will be bought below your bids where other offers permit, 
as this is competitive bidding, executed in good faith. 

The usual charge of 5% will be made for executing your bids, 
and for packing and sending out material. No charge made on any- 
thing not actually purchased. This fee is very low for the superior 
service I expect to give you. 


Receipted bills are not sent out after your remittance as this is 
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unnecessary. Your check, draft or money order itself is a receipt. 
However, if a 3-cent stamp is enclosed we will send receipt. 

Be certain that you bid on the lot you wish to buy. We will 
correct errors and adjust claims, but you should not expect us to pay 
for your mistakes. Be careful in making your bids. Be sure that 
you bid on the lot you wish to buy, and at so much per piece.
